Be it ordained by the Board of Health of 
the City of Hoboken, as follows: 

Section 1. No person shall spit in any 
street railway car, railroad car, ferryboat, 
or other public conveyance, or in any pub- 
lic building in the City of Hoboken. 

Section 2. Any person who shall violate 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
fined for the first offense ten dollars ($10), 
and for the second and any subsequent 
offense twenty-five dollars ($25). 

Section 3. Officials in charge and control 
of street railway cars, railroad cars, ferry- 
boats, or other public conveyances, or of 
any public buildings, shall post, and keep 
posted, in a conspicuous place, in every 
such street railway car, railroad car, ferry- 
boat, or other public conveyance, or public 
building ,one or more printed notices of 


the provisions of this ordinance, prohibit- | 


ing spitting, and the conductor or con- 
ductors, or deckhands of any such cars, 
ferryboats or other public conveyances, 
and the janitor or persons in charge of any 
such public buildings, shall call the atten- 


tion of all violators of this ordinance to 


such notice and shall report any violation 
thereof, with a description of the persons 
offending against this ordinance immedi- 
ately to the Board of Health of the City of 
Hoboken, and any such person failing to 
post notices required by this section and 
failing to make the report herein provided 
for, for failure so to do shall forfeit and 
pay a fine of five dollars ($5). 

Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately.

First—Every person owning or having in his 
possession a dog, whether male or female, 
shall, on or before July Ist, 1900, and annuaily 
thereafter, procure a permit from the Board of 
Health of the City of Hoboken for each and 
every dog, whether male or female, so owned 
or had in possession, for whi¢h permit the sum 
of two dollars shall be paid, and the Clerk of 
the said Board shall deliver a metal tag or 
plate for each and every dog for which the 
said sum of two dollars shall be paid. 

Second—From and after July ist, 1900, no dog, 
whether male or female, shall be allowed to 
run at large in the City of Hoboken, without 
the aforesaid metal tag or plate securely fast- 
ened and worn upon a strap or collar upon his 
neck, nor unless a permit as hereinbefore pro- 
vided shall have been procured for said dog. 

Third—The Board of Health of the City of 
Hoboken shall appoint a subordinate officer or 
agent, whose duty it shall be to catch and keep 
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safely impounded or confined all dogs, whether 
male or female, found running at large in the 
City of Hoboken not wearing the aforesaid 
metal tag or plate and for which a permit 
shall not have been issued as aforesaid, for the 
space of three days, if said dogs are not in the 
meantime redeemed. All owners, of dogs, 
whether male or female, when redeeming the 
same from the custody of said officer or agent, 
shall pay the sum of one dollar for each dog, 
whether male or female, so redeemed, and also 
the further sum of twenty-five cents for each 
day or fraction of a day for the keeping of the 
same. All dogs, whether male or. female, 
caught and impounded by said officer or agent 
and remaining in his custody unredeemed at 
the expiration of three days shall be killed. 

Fourth—Every person owning or having in 
his possession a dog, whether male or female, 
who shall neglect or refuse to procure a permit 
as hereinbefore provided, or who shall suffer 
any dog,: whether male or female, to run at 
large in the City of Hoboken without the afore- 
said metal tag or plate securely fastened and 
worn upon a strap or collar upon the neck of 
said dog, shall be guilty of a violation of this 
ordinance, and on conviction thereof shall for- 
feit and pay a penalty of not less than three 
dollars ($3) nor more than twenty-five dollars

Gentlemen—I herewith submit my re- 
port of vital statistics efor the year end- 
ing April 30, 1900. . 

There were 1246 deaths from all 
causes, against 1260 for the year end- 
ing April 30, 1899. The death rate is 
10017, per 1,000 per annum, being esti- 

mated upon a population of 65, 000. This 
includes 254 deaths at St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, S on steamships, and 12 taken out 
of the Hudson River. There was 1551 
births, 748 marriages and 106 still births 
reported during the year. Appended is 
a complete classified report.

Hoboken, May 3, 1900. 


To the Honorable Board of Health of the 
City of Hoboken: 


Gentlemen—In accordance with the re- 
quest of Samuel A. Helfer, M. D., Pres- 
ident of the Board of Health of the City 
of Hoboken, I beg to submit the follow- 
ing brief report of the work done by me 
as Sanitary Inspector from January, A. 
D. Highteen hundred and ninety-nine, to 
May 1, A. D. Nineteen Hundred. 

There was seventy-five plans filed in 
the office of the Board of Health during 
the above-mentioned time (forty-five of 
said plans were for new buildings and 


thirty for alterations of old buildings.; I 


inspected the work and approved of 
same, as it was all done according to the 
rules of the Plumbing Code. 

There was also forty-five sietones 
filed in the office of the Board of Health 
for which no fee was charged; the work 
being inspected and done according to thh 
rules of the Plumbing Code. 

There was sixty-eight iron sewers put 
in the lower sectio nof the city of Hobo- 
ken, replacing the old box drains, which 
were inspected by me. 

There was one hundred and twenty- 
five complaints made in this office during 
the past year about the defective plumb- 
ing work done in this city. I investigat- 
ed these complaints and in every instance 


bad the work done according to the rules 
of the Plumbing Code. 

There was eighty complaints made in 
this office during the past year about 
privys in yards. I investigated these 
complaints and had the privys cleaned. 
On my recommendation there was forty 
of these privys removed from the yards 
and modern closets put in the buildings. 

I would respectfully recommend to this 
Honorable Body the advisability of re- 
moving or having removed all closets or 
privys from the yards of the property 
owners of the City of Hoboken. This 
would in a measure have a great tendency 
to abate a great deal of the nuisance 
which at present exists. 

Under our new Code which became 
operative January first, A. D. Nineteen 
Hundred, all plans hereafter filed in the 
office of the Board of Health must be 
paid for at the rate of $2.00 for each 
and every plan. Heretofore, the custom 
has been to charge only for filing plans 
for new buildings. This will, in my 
judgment, increase the revenue of: the 
Board of Health.
